PARIS, Oct. 28.—The Viviani ministry 


resigned today. Aristide Briand, former 
Premier and present Minister of Justice, 
has been asked to form a new Cabinet. 

The following statement to the press 
was made by M. Briand before his se- 
lection to form a new Cabinet was an- 
nounced: 

“Premier Viviani took steps to enlarge 
his Cabinet. I am continuing them in 
my turn, but I have no official man- 
date, since there is no ministerial! crisis. 
Accordingly, the conversations I have 
had with various political leaders have 
been only semi-official, and I ask you to 
explain that it is in that sense that my 
activities must be regarded. Perhaps I 
may be in a position to 1 more very 
.s00n.”’ 

Briand Was Premier in 1913. 

Information now available indicates 
that M. Briand will become Foreign 
Minister as well as Premier with Jules 
Cambon, who was Ambassador to Ger- 
many at the outbreak of the war, was 
his principal secretary. M. Viviani ts 
expected to be Minister of Justice in 
the new Cabinet. Other probable des- 
ignations are:

Wedded Second Wife in 1872. 

Green's second wife was Mrs. May 
Weller (nee Rumsey), and was wealthy. 
He married her in 1872, and three of 
their children are now living. They 
are John Leigh Green of 12 Kingsbury 
place, president of the Laclede-Christy 
Co.; Mrs. Walter Duke Thomson and 
Harold Rumsey Green. The second 
Mrs. Green died some years before her 
husband, leaving to him most of her 
estate. 

In his will, Green left bequests to the 
Littlebrandt girls, his granddaughters, 
of $1250 each, and made bequests to 
other grandchildren by his first mar- 
riage. He then left the bulk of his 
estate to the three children by his sec- 
ond marriage. 

It is expected that the latter heirs, 
in case any charge of favoritism or 
undue influence is made, will allege 
that Green acquired most of his prop- 
erty by inheritance from his second 
wife. or through the means furnished 
to him by her, and that her children 
are therefore justly entitled to more of 
the estate than the children of the 
first marriage.

HAYS TELLS OF 
SPYING UPON HS 
WIFE AND ORGAN 


Testifies He Saw Her in Kitchen 
Scantly Clad ‘on Night of 
Sept. 17. 


William T. Hays, superintendent of the 
Scullin-Galagher Iron and Steel Co., 
told in Judge Cave's court today how 
he peered into the windows of his hôöme, 
642 Clark avenue, Webster Groves, while 
his wife and Philip J. Organ, whom he 
had engaged to help him get informa- 
tion about Mrs. Hays, were in the house 
together, late on the night of Sept. 17. 
Organ is on trial on Mrs. Hays’ charge 
that he criminally slandered her to her 
husband and others, and she has made 
a like charge against Hays. 

Hays was separated from his wife at 
that time, and was rooming at a house 


across the street from his own home. 
He testified that at 10:30 on the night of 
Sept. 17, he was sitting on the porch at 
his boarding place, when he saw a lim- 
ousine approach the Hays home. The 
car went to the back of the house, he 
said, and he saw Mrs. Hays get out, 
followed by a man. 
Saw Wife Go to Kitchen. 

He said he saw lights in different 
rooms turned on and off, and that he 
took his stand by the grape arbor and 
was looking at the kitchen, when the 
light there went out. He waited, he 
said, and saw Mrs. Hays light her way 
into the kitchen, lightly clad, 

He said he started back to his board- 
ing place to get a pair of slippers, with 
the idea of entering the house. He did 
not enter, however, and about 2:30, he 
said, a man came out whom he recog- 
nized as Organ. 

The next day, he said, Organ made a 
statement to him as te what had hap- 
pened. He said he told Organ he had 
employed him only to get such facts as 
he could learn from Mrs. Hays by con- 
versation. But he said he decided to 
make a further demonstration to him- 
self, and so he had Organ arrange to 
meet Mrs. Hays at the Planters Hotel 
Sunday night, Sept. 19. 

At that time, as has been told in pre- 
vious testimony, Hays confronted his 
wife after she had been in a suite of 
rooms with Organ. She explained this 
by saying that it was a “frame-up,” 
and that-she went to the suite pf rooms 
p because. Organ had told her that he 
would have her husband there, with a 
view te a reconciliation. It was after 
this sudden meeting with her husband 
and Organ, and their remarks, that she 
had them arrested on the slander charge. 

Mrs. Hays, in her testimony afew

Robert 
Fay of the German army is alleged to be 
the head. 

William J. Flynn, chief of the United 
States Secret Service, was quoted today 
as saying: “I believe we are going to 
get the financiers of this plot. Fay says 
he had and spent only $4000. Paul Siebs 
says that Fay told him he had $7500 
when he started for this country. We 
believe Fay spent 380.000.“ 

Siebs to Be State Witness, 

Paul Siebs said today that he was go- 
ing to appear against the alleged con- 
spirators as a witness for the state, be- 
cause he had been deceived and led into 
a trap. Siebs, who declares that he lived 
in Chicago from 1910 to 1913 as a clerk 
and traveling auditor. said he came to 
the United States after visiting Germany 
last year to buy copper for the use of 
Germany. 

“Our information does not indicate 
that Fay, who says he was a Lieuten- 
ant in the German army, was acting in 
a way other than on his own responsi- 
bility,“ said District Attorney Marshall. 

Another development was the sending 
of a telegram to the State Department 
by Count von Bernstorff, the German 


Ambassador, denying that Fay had any 


connection with the German secret 
service, or the German Government. 

Max Breitung, cousin of E. M. Breit- 
ung, a mining man and ship owner, was 
the only one of the five of the alleged 
conspirators who obtained liberty on 
bond He appeared before a United 
States Commissioner yesterday and fur- 
nished $25,000 bond for his hearing on 
Nov. 4. 

New Statement by Fay. 

That the idea of interfering with 
munitions shipments did not originate 
with Fay was the purport of a state- 
ment which he made to Federal agents 
last night. How he received his assign- 
ment to come to this country was a 
strange story, he said, best explained 
porhaps by the statement that he gath- 
ered by “inference” that he should carry 
cut the plot he was engaged upon when 
arrested. 

Fay said that last April he was sent 
by army officers to Brussels and there 
met a certain Jansen, a head of the Ger- 
man secret service agents. He was 
shown a letter, he said, from Dr. Her- 
bert Kienzle, one of the other defend- 
ants in the case, to his father, Herbert 
Kiensle, telling of the munitions plants 
trat are shipping shells to the allies 
from this country. From the letter Fay 
says he learned the names of the com- 
panies, received $4000 with which to pay 
his expenses, and then came to this 
country. 

Upon arriving in this country, Fay 
said, he called on Kienzle and made the 
purpose of his visit known. 


Official. of Foreign Office, in Berlin 
Say Fay Is Not Known There. 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 28.—Baron 
Mumm von Schwarzenstein of the For- 
eign Office, speaking of the arrest in 
New Jersey of Robert Fay, said that 
no such person as Fay was known at 
the Foreign Office, that the Foreign Of- 
fice maintained no secret service depart- 
ment anc that any bona fide officer in 
giving reliable information about him- 
self would give the name of his regi- 
ment to which he was always attached, 
and not his army corps, from which he 
was liable to be disassociated at any 
time. (Fay has been quoted as saying 
he. was a Lieutenant in the Sixteenth 
Irfantry of Cologne.)

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NEW phase in the interesting sit- 
A uation of Greece is revealed in a 

dispatch from Berlin stating that 
the Greek army is taking measures at 
Saloniki to limit the space oecupied by 
the troops of the entente Powers -land- 
ing there, to that land leased by Greece 
to Servia in connection with the Uskub- 
entry. , 

This dispatch indicates that Greece 
does not consider her neutrality compro- 
raised nor that the entente Powers have 
intervened in her affairs, so long as the 
activity of the entente forces is confined 
to the leased territory at the port, in- 
cluding their transportation into Servia. 
What the terms of the lease are have 
not been revealed, but they presumably 
grant to Servia the right to use the 
raiiroad across Grecian territory from 
her leasehold at Saloniki. Such a situa- 
tion, in international law, establishes a 
servitude in favor of Servia, under the 
well-recognized principle that a state 
may grant to another conventional re- 
strictions upon its own territorial supre- 
macy. There are affirmative or active 
servitudes, giving states the right to 
rerform certain acts within the territory 
ef another, such as to build and operate 
railways; there are negative servitudes, 
such, for example, as that a state will 
refrain from fortifying certain frontier 
towns: and there are economic and mili- 
tary servitudes, An instance of econom- 
ic servitude is to be found in a.grant of 
the right of fishery in another's ter- 
ritorial waters, such as the United States 
has claimed off the Newfoundland 
coast. As to military servitudes, they | 
may include the right to station troops 
in or transport them across another's 


Both Military and Affirmative, 

The Servian servitude in Greece ap- 
rears to be both an affirmative and a 
military one. It may have contemplated 
originally mere economic objects, in per- 
mitting Servia aecess to the sea, but it 
has taken on a military aspect. 

With the development of a clearer: un- 
derstanding of the obligations of neu- 
trality, military servitudes have fallen 
into disfavor, though less so in Europe

than elsewhere. Still it may be said to 
be the universal rule that a violation 
of neutrality is involved when a neutral 
allows a belligerent the passage of 
troops or transport of war material over 
his territory.

The passag» 
of troops was considered unobjection- 
able in the eighteenth century, since it 
was almost a necessity in the case of 
the many small states of Central Eu- 


In 1793, during the war between France 
and England, the United States gave 
French privateers.refuge in its ports and 
met British complaint with the state- 
ment that it was a treaty obligation. 

In 1848, in the war between Germany 
and Denmark, Great Britain, fulfilling a 
treaty stipulation toward Denmark, pro- 
hibited the exportation of arms to Ger- 
many while permitting exportation to 
Denmark 


Again as late as 1900, during the South 
African war, Portugal, complying with 
a treaty obligafion toward Great Britain 
regarding the passage of British troops 
through Portuguese territory in South 
Africa, allowed such passage to En- 
glish forces which had landed at Beira, 
en route to Rhodesia. 
Unneutral and Exceptional, 

However, such conduct is unneutral 
and exceptional, the better practice be- 
ing illustrated as early as 1870 by Bel- 
gium in refusing Germany’s request to 
be allowed to transport her wounded 
through Belgium after the battles of 
Sedan and Metz. To have granted the 
request would have sd relieved German 
lines of communication as to have ren- 
dered military assistance. Otherwise the 
request might properly have been grant- 
ed. “ 

In the case of the Servian leasehold 
in G e and the use of the railway 
across clan territory for the landing 
and transport of allied troops, it is clear 
that Greece would not only be justified 
in, but actualy owes the duty of prevent- 
ing further hostile use of her territory, 
in spite of any treaty stipulation, so 
ong as she claims to be a neutral. 

For it may be affirmed as settled that 
a military servitude is a legal impossi- 
bility today, and that the granting state 
which considers it binding is not a neu- 
tral but an ally.

Governor. of Texas Asks That 
Influence of Administration 
Be Used With First Chief. 


CONDITIONS IMPROVING 


Many Conventionalists Surren- 
dering and Accepting Amnesty, 
Dispatches Say. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 28.—Gov. Fer- 
Suson of Texas telegraphed to Presi- 
dent Wilson today urging that he use 
the influence of the administration 
with Gen. Carranza to prevent fur- 
ther raids on the Texas border. The 
President, it was stated, will consult 


Secretaries Lansing and Garrison 
before acting. 

It has been reported that Gov. Fer- 
Suson planned to call upon the Pres- 
ident for more Federal troops to be 
sent to Brownsville, but no such re- 
quest hag been received. 

No additional troops will be sent to 
the Texas border except on recom- 
mendation of Major-General Funston, 
who has been assured repeatedly ‘by 
Secretary Garrison in the last few 
months that any additional troops he 
might need would be sent promptly. 
This was repeated Tuesday,in the Sec- 
retary’s message to Gen. Funston. 

Secretary Garrison takes the position 
that Gen. Funston is the only Federal 
officia! capable of judging the number 
of troops needed. He has been direct- 
ed to give every possible aid to the 
State of Texas in suppressing bandit 
raids. As yet he has made no request 
for additional forces. 

Gen. Funston transmitted a report to- 
day, telling of the situation at Browns- 
ville and at Douglas, Ariz., where a 
battle between Carranza troops and 
is impending. The mes- 
sage also gave details of the precau- 
tions taken by Federal forces to guard 
trains which will carry Carranza rein- 
forcements from Laredo, Tex., to 
Douglas. 

An indication of general improve- 
ment of conditions in Mexico came 
today in official telegrams telling 
that train service between Vera Cruz 
and Mexico City, hitherto interrupt- 
ed by raiding bands, is now restored. 
Dispatches to the State Department 
also say that Vera Cruz newspapers 
stated that many Conventionalist of- 
ficers and troops had surrendered to 
the de facto government and asked 
amnesty. 

Messages to the Mexican embassy 
here said that many Conventionalist 
soldiers who have laid down: their 
arms are accepting amnesty and 
during the last few days nearly 5000 
have arrived in Mexico City. Accept-

Sword Cane Commander Leads 
Attack Before Rumsey on 
Cafferata’s Saloon License. 


Two new lines of warfare developed 
today as a result of the sword cane af- 
fray which figured in the breaking up 2f 
a recent lobster supper party at Caffer- 
ata’s Cafe, Delmar boulevard and Ham- 
inon avenue. 

John Cafferata and the Park Opera Co. 
ccmedians, Roger Gray and Dan Marble, 
vere summoned to police headquarters 
to tell of the circumstances under which 
Cafferata came into possession of the 
sword cane belonging to Bernard P. 
Bogy of 6948 Maple avenue, president 
president of the Pageant Theater. 

Bogy, on the other tiand, announced 
that he was going to close up“ Caf- 
ferata’s Cafe, and with this in mind he 
went with friends to Excise Commis- 
sioner Rumsey’s home last night and 
asked to be permitted to produce evi- 
dence that liquor had been sold at Caf- 
ferate.’s on Sundays. He said he could 
summon as witnesses, besides himself, 
severai prominent St. Louisans whom he 
had seen served with liquor at the cafe 
cn the Sabbath. 

Rivalry of Theaters. 

There is still plenty of talk left in the 
principals, and it would not be safe 
to assume how much fight is left in 
them. From what can be gathered, it 
appears that the lobster supper row 
grew out of the rivalry between the 
Pageant and Park theaters for the pat- 
ronage of a large portion of the ex- 
treme West End. 

The two theaters present different 
amusements, the Park staging musical 
and dramatic programs and the Pageant 
motion pictures. The Pageant is the 
newcomer, having recently been opened. 
It is a block east of Cafferata's, while 
the Park adjoins the cafe on the west. 
Cafferata’s, situated between the rival 
amusement enterprises, seemed to have 
been the meeting place and usual bat- 
tleground of the belligerents. 

Bogy gave a Post-Dispatch reporter 
last night his version of the lobster sup- 
per fight. He was seated in Caffera- 
ta’e Cafe on Monday night, Oct. 4, he 
said, with Albert E. Morelock of 5885 
Von Versen avenue, manager of the 
Pageant Theater. : 

Stage Comedy Ig Sprung. 

Gray and Marble passed and sprang 
some of their stage comedy. 

Why look,“ one of them said, 
Klaw and Erlanger.’’ 

“If we are Klaw and Erlanger,“ Bogy 
replied, ‘‘we have better sense than to 
hire two ham actors like vou.“ 

A few minutes after this pleasant 
greeting, Bogy said, a walter in- 
formed him that Gray and Marble 
wanted him to join them in the rear 
of the cafe, where they were eating 
lobster. Bogy said he accepted the 
invitation and found Cafferata seat- 
ed with, the operatic comedians. 

Park Theater Sale Proposed. 

Bogy said Cafferata tried to induce 
him to purchase $10,000 stock, which 
the caterer owned in the Park Thea- 
ter, at “about 80 cents on the dollar.’’ 
Gray, Bogy said, declared he would 
get $500 commission if the sale were 
made, and offered to split 50-50 with 
Bogy. Bogy was content with his 
Pageant stock. 

Then, Bogy said, Comedian Marble 
asked Bogy why he wanted to run a 
moving picture house, contending it did 
not draw the “classy crowds’’ that a 
“real theater“ did. Bogy retorted that 
he was a St. Louisan, and that his pat 
ronage was as “high class’’ as that en- 
joyed by any theater in the city. He 
says Marble then gave his general opin- 
ion of St. Louisans, which was not com- 
pliimentary. 

“I’m a descendent of Pierre Chouteau, 
one of the city’s founders,” Bogy re- 
minded the reporter, and as I couldn't 
stand Marble’s remarks, I smashed him 
in the face with my fist.“ 

Bogy said Cafferata then hit him over 
the left temple with something heavy— 
ogy thinks it was a beer bottle—and 
that Gray then joined in the attack.

FUND WEEK BEGINNING NOV. 2 


E very Trade to Be Organized in Effort to Raise 
$20,000 to Bring Party Meetings Here— 


Chance: to 


Get Both. 


A whirlwind campaign will be con- 
ducted during the week of Nov. 8 to 
raise a fund of at least $200,000 to pro- 
cure both the Democratic and Repub- 
lican national conventions for St. Louis 
next year. The Campaign Committee 
of the National Conventions Bureau is 
arranging to put hundreds of volunteer 
workers into the fleld during the week, 
and is confident that subscriptions suf- 
ficient to meet all the financial require- 
ments of both the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic national committees will be ob- 
tained. 

Every trade will be organized. Com- 
mittees will be appointed to wait upon 
these trades and solicit their subscrip- 
tions. Every civic, business, improve- 
ment and district organization in St. 
Louis will be enlisted in the work. Each 
organization will be requested to get a 
subscription of at least $1 from every 
member. 

The Campaign Committee decided 
that a fund of $200,000 ought. to be 
raised, instead of $100,000. There was 
some feeling that the $100,000 fund would 
be sufficient, as that sum could be of- 
fered to the Republican National Com- 
mittee when it meets at Washington 
about Dec. 14 for the Republican con- 
vention, and if St. Louis failed to get 
that convention the fund would then be 
available for use in getting the Demo- 
cratic convention when the National 
Committee meets at Washington in 
January.

Louis are not in accord with the pub-

on two censorship bills yesterday at the 
dity hall. 

William Sievers, manager of a Grand 
Avenue photoplay house, said this was 
demonstrated in the picture entitled 
“The Isle of Regeneration,” which, due 
to its popularity, was leased for a sec- 
ond week after E. V. P. Schneiderhahn, 
an attorney, had requested the elimina- 
tion of scenes showing a girl swimming. 

Sievers said the picture was con- 
demned by Schneiderhahn and two po- 
licemen who were brought by the attor- 
ney to view it. The film did not) im- 
press Sievers as being immoral, so he 
called in 50 men of various professions, 
among them clergymen, and all said 
they saw nothing about the film which 
was objectionable, he told the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, ö 
Schneiderhahn was chief advocate of 
the censorship bills at the hearing. He 
said the moving picture houses dis- 
played immoral pictures frequently, and 
declared that he recently witnessed an 
Oriental harem dance in a local film 
display. Several speakers who followed 
Schneiderhahn inquired for the address 
of the house at which the Oriental dance 
was displayed, but he did not give it. 

The National Board of Censorship is 
a joke, Schneiderhahn declared, because 
it is supported by donations from film 
manufacturing concerns. Orrin G. Cox 
of New York, a member of the national 
board, who attended the -hearinB, ad- 


{mitted that contributions were accepted 
| from film producers as well as from the 


general public. f 

Cox opposed the two pending bills on 
the ground that they were impractical 
and opposed local censorship generally 
on the ground that it was more likely 
than national censorship to produce 
friction with the public; producers and 
exhibitors. 

Jacob Furth, representing the Nation- 
al Board of Jewish Charities advocated 
the passage of one of the bills, intro- 
duced by Alderman Barney L. Schwartz. 
This bill authorizes the. Director of 
Public Welfare to refuse a license to 
any film that holds up to ridicule or 
contempt any race, nationality. or re- 
ligious sect, as well as for immoral or 
cbscene features. 

Jesse D. Lynn, representing the Busi- 
ness Men’s Leagye, opposed the bills 
on the ground that the license fee of 
$1 would interfere with the display of 
the league’s free educational films. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff announced 
that he would offer a third censorship 
bill tomorrow, and asked the committee 
to withhold action until this measure 
should reach them. Alderman Wryrick, 
chairman of the committee, said the re- 
quest would be granted. Arthur J. Fitz- 
simmons, former Councilman, and pro- 
prietor of several movie houses, also 
asked the committee to consider all 
three measures at once and end the 
question finally. 


ARTIST WHO PAINTED HADLEY 
PORTRAIT GETS $900 AWARD 


Jury Finds Against Missourians Who 


Passed Judgment on Picture 
and Rejected It. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Nine hundred dol- 
lars damage were awarded today to 
Mrs. Samantha L. Huntley, who painted 
a portrait of former Gov. Hadley of 
Missouri, by a jury in the Superior 
Court, which heard her suit against 
Charles A. Houts, former United States 
District Attorney in St. Louis; Louis 
Nolte, former Sheriff of St. Louis: 
Moses Shoenberg and Frank M. Rum- 
bold. They were members of a com- 
mittee which passed judgment on the 
picture. Mrs. Huntley sued for $2000. 

The portrait was painted in August, 
1911. After inspection of the picture 
at Jefferson City, according to the tes- 
timony of Col. Houts, the committee 
decided that it was unsatisfactory’ and 
réfused to accept it. 

The artist said, in a deposition, that 
the picture was spoiled by Gov. Had- 
ley’s demands that his features be re- 
inforced, to make him look more like 
Col. Roosevelt. She also had to ex- 
temporize a polka dot tie, she said, to 
suit a Hadleyesque whim.

Airmen Circled Behind Teutons’ Trenches Drop- 
ping Bombs on Railroad Tracks to Delay 
Reinforcements.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, France, 


Oct. 15.—Since the taking of Loos all the 
army is singing the praises of the guns 
and the planes. No such bombardment 
has ever been heard on the British front. 
as that which preceded the attack. 
There seemed no intervals between the 
reports of the guns; not even those of 
the beat of a snare drum. The roar had’ 
the power and continuity of Niagara 
Falls. House windows in the surround- 
ing country kept up a continuous rattle. 
“Tt is the sweetest sound in the 
world,” said one of the surviving vet- 
erans of the retreat from Mons. “It 
means you will get into the German 
trench and have a fair fight of it and 
you won't charge into the play of the, 
machine guns or be hung up in the 
barbed wire. A year ago, when we 
held the Germans back from the chen- 
nel ports we were doing it with flesh 
and blood against. outnumbering Ger- 
man artillery. The most comforting 
sight in the world is an eight-inch 
howitzer; and next to that is a motor 
truck loaded with high-explosive shells.” 
As morning approached after the 
night of bombardment, officers on the 


British front were looking at their wrist 


watches. In front of Loos the figure 
gix marking the half hour—half-past six 
~was the goal of the creeping minute 
hand. At that moment a wave of men 
rose from the first line British trenches 
and the volume of shell-fire was lifted 
from the first line German to the sec- 
ond line as the stream from a hose is 
lifted from one flower bed to another. 
Meanwhile every man in the charge 
tried to outrun every other man. The 
sooner they were in the German trench 
the less likelihood of the Germans com- 
ing out of their dugouts and recover- 
ing their senses after the bath of shells 
and firing on the advance. If only one 
machine gun can be manned before the 
charge goes home the charge may be 
stopped in that immediate section. It 
is all a matter of wrist watches, of 
speed, team play and of seconds. 
Shell Fire and Planes. 

With the first flush of dawn the birds 
of war had come from their aerodromes. 
The shell-fire and the planes were all 
that the onlooker might see. 

“I should think that we had eight 
planes that day to one of the Germans,“ 
said an aviator. “‘We had concentrated 
planes as well as guns.”’ 

Only when the secret of the point of 


‘concentration is kept can such an at- 


tack succeed against a modern defensive 
position. The Germans had learned that 
the British were preparing an attack; 
for their soldiers called out from their 
trenches to the British: “When are you 
coming?’’ to which one Briton replied: 
u let you know as soon as Sir John 
French tells me.“ 

Attacks were made that 3 at 
several places; but the Germans ex- 
pected the real attack elsewhere than 
Loos. 

„There has been a good deal of talk.“ 
sald a staff officer, ‘‘to the effect that 
the element of surprise has disappeared 
from war. It is as vital as it ever was. 
Only concealment was never so diffi- 
cult.“ 

Troops and guns had to be moved at 
night. when the German planes might 
not note the concentration. British 
planes must ward off German planes by 
day. 

Infinite labor and pains in detail are 
required, of hundreds of thousands of 
men for such an attack. That of the 
medical corps alone is stupendous. On 
the morning of the attack beds were 
ready; and the countless ambulances 
and the clearing stations and ali the in- 
tricate organization for caring for the 
wounded ready. 

As the attack proceeded a veritable 
flock of planes were cutting circles and 
dipping and turning over the battle- 
fields as if in an exhibition of airman- 
ship. They appeared to be disconnected 
with the battle; but no participant was 
more busy or intent than they. All tha 
panorama of action was beneath them; 
they alone could really “see’’ the bat- 
tle if they chose. But each aviator stoje 
only passing glimpses of the whole; for 
each one was intent on his part, which 
was to keep watch of whether the shells 
of the battery to which he reported were 
on the target or not. To distinguisn

Abandoned Capital of Servia Is 
Second City of Nation, Sur- 
passed Only by. Belgrade. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—‘‘Nish, the 
third national capital to be abandoned 
before war invaders, is one of the an- 
cient nuclei of the Servian nation,“ says 
a primer on war geography just given 
out by the National Geographic Society. 

It has been the heart of things Servi- 
an in the Balkan peninsula, since the 
days when this Slav people became the 
neighbors of imperial Byzantium. The 
other capitals which have been aban- 
doned in the course of the war are those 
of Brussels, in Belgium, and Belgrade, 
the peace-time government center of 
Servia. One other capital has been near- 
ly menaced, Paris, which was tempo- 
rarily abandoned by the French Govern- 
ment, but successfully defended against 
all of its enemy’s assaults.. Nish had 
been used as the Servian capital, prac- 
tically, since the outbreak of the war. 

Servia’s Second City. 

“This ancient city, once a prominent 
Roman stronghold, lies about 130 miles 
southeast of Belgrade, in the Morava 
Valley, through which the chief Europe- 
an way to Constantinople runs. It is but 
about 4 miles west of the Bulgarian 
frontier, and is défended on every hand 
by a complex of rugged, lesser moun- 
tains. It is Servia’s second city, oniy 
surpassed in strategic and commercia! 
importance by Belgrade, upon the 
Danube. 

“Owing to its position, it dominates 
the way from Europe to the Orient, in 
war time as a fortress, in peace time as 
a merchant city able to exact a toil 
upon strong currents of passing trade. 
Of its importance to the Servians, * 
might almost be said that Nish and Bel 
grade complete town life in this king- 
dom, and that all the rest is rural. 

„Many of the principal roads of the 
Balkans converge here, while the path 
of the Oriental Express, the express 
through from Paris, Munich and Vienna 
to Constantinople, passes through its 
gates. Also a branch railway goes fror! 
here to the thriving seaport of Saloniki, 
and thence to Athens. Thus the little 
place has not been so far out of the 
world as its centuries of obscurity might 
lead one to suppose. 

„The hills around the city have been 
strongly -fortified with modern earth- 
works. The frontier toward Bulgaria is 
ene difficult to invasion, and the defen- 
sive works of the city command the vai- 
ley approaches from the north and 


south. 


“The Servian railways are adminis- 
tered from Nish, and here the railway 
has its shops for the repair of rolling 
stock, its stores of supplies and central 
offices for operation. The city has an 
iron works of some importance. 


NO EXCUSE FOR UNLIGHTED 
AUTOS, SAYS POLICE CHIEF 


Plea That Lamps Have Not Been Ad- 
justed According to New Rules 
Will Not Be Accepted. 

Police Chief-Young today told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he would instruct 
his men to increase their vigilance in 
arresting automobilists who operate 
their machines at night without head- 

lights. 

Since the police, eight days ago, began 
active enforcement of the law against 
carrying glaring and blinding lamps, a 
number of automobilists have been driv- 
ing about the streets of St. Louis with 
their lamps unlighted. 

Thirty arrests for this cause have been 
made in the last week. In nearly every 
case the owner or driver explained that 
he had not had his lamps adjusted so as 
to comply with the regulation against 
glaring lights and was afraid he would 
be arrested if he lit them. 

Chief Young today said this could not 
be accepted as a valid excuse and that 
running without lights would not be per- 
mitted by the police, as ample time had 
been given for all automobilists to have 
their lamps readjusted. 


GIANT HIGH-SPEED BIPLANE 
TO BE BUILT FOR U. S. NAVY 


Craft Designed to Fly 50 to 80 Miles 
an Hour for Seven Hours Without 
a Stop. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Secretary 
Daniels has signed an order for con- 
struction at the navy yard here of a 
giant biplane for the navy. Plans were 
prepared by navy engineers, under di- 
rection of Naval Constructor H. C. 
Richardson, a qualified air pilot. 
driven by 160-horsepower 
motors, will have a carrying capacity 
of 2200 pounds and make from 50 to 80 
miles an hour for seven hours without 
stop. The machine will almost equal 
in size French battle airships recently 
constructed. It is understood the Navy 
Ordnance Bureau is working on the de- 
sign of a 83-inch gun with which it can 
be equipped if desired. 

Secretary Daniels said the machine 
could be used for transporting fuel, 
weapons or high explosives, and that 
it would be of great value on long-range 
scouting. 

It has been suggested that an aero- 
plane of this character might carry a

GETTING FAMILY 


Philadelphia Men Sent Them on 
Vacation Before War and 
They Were Held. 

* 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—-War has 
worked havoc in the home of Louis 
Zeben of Fifth and Bainbridge streets, 
whose wife and two children have re- 
turned to this city 


efter spending 18 
ronths as virtual prisoners in a little 


town on the edge of the trouble zone in 
Russia. Not only is Mrs. Zeben on the 
verge of prostration and under a phy- 
sician’s care as the result of her ex- 
periences, but the two children, native 
Americans, have returned to their 
father unable to talk anything but 
Russian, a tongue he. has long since 
forgotten. 

Mrs. Zeben's mother, Mrs. Chelna 
Berezman, who lived here seven years, 
is still held in the Russian town of 
Vintzila. 

Went on Vacation, 

Several months before the war Zeben 
sent his wife and children back to the 
old country for a vacation to his par- 
ents. Mrs. Berezman accompanied as 
child’s nurse. With the outbreak of 
hostilities Zeben lost track of them and 
many months passed without tidings 
as to their fate. 

At that time Zeben was not a natural- 
ized citizen and his oft-repeated pleas 
to the State Department were in vain. 

Finally he received word that the 
Russian Government was holding his 
family at Vintzia for fear that if they 
were allowed to return home they might 
give information injurious to the Rus- 
sian army. With this news the whole 
Jewish coloony in Philadelphia became 
interested in the welfare of the dis- 
rupted family. 

State Department Helps. 

Zeben in the meantime had received 
his naturalization papers. He again ap- 
pealed to the State Department. First, 
Secretary Bryan demanded the release 
of Mrs. Zeben and the children. Then 
Secretary Lansing took the matter up 
and the Russian Government at last 
consented to let the mother and her 
children return home. Mrs. Berezman, 
it was insisted, was still a subject of 
the Czar and must remain in Russia 
until the end of the war. 

Word was received here recently that 
the Zebens were on the way home. 
Zeben, who had, spent almost all his 
money in the struggle to recover his 
family, went to New York to meet 
them. 

The climax of Zeben’s woes was 
reached when he tried to converse with 
Zelig, a 2-year-old boy. Although born 
his children, Sadie, aged 5 years, and 
in Philadelphia, neither could under- 
stand a word of English because the 
Russian authorities at Vintzia had for- 
bidden the use of any but the Russian 
language.

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Gov. Major, in his Marshall speech, offered a 
new explanation of the suit to compel the State 
to credit the inspection fees to the general reve- 
nues of the State and thus apportioning one-third 
to the school fund. He said that the oil interests, 
which have been complaining that the cost of in- 
spection is too high, might some day bring suit 
to reduce the fees and the State, having appof- 
tioned the fees as part of the general revenue, 
would be estopped from pleading that the inspec- 
tion law was not a revenue measure and the law 
would be declared unconstitutional. Thus the 
State would be deprived of $1,000,000 of revenue. 


It is worth while to reprint part of his plea: 


It was necessary to institute this suit. If we 
lost in that suit you would not only lose the 
money in the schools, but $1,000,000 in the 
treasury, and we would have to call upon you 
to increase your taxes. Suppose we had let it 
go along and by and by the courts would have 
to hold it unconstitutional and you lost a 
half million dollars and you turned around 
and blamed the auditor, and, my friends, you 
would be right, then. And now, my friends, 
the suit is in the court and you are not going 
to lose a cent. It is not going to cheat the 
schools.

The suit was brought after the school fund had 
been deprived of its usual share of the inspection 
fees; it was brought after the looting of the 
school fund to make up a deficiency in the reve- 
nues was exposed; it was brought as a desperate 
means of extenuating the action of the Board of 
Equalization in looting the school fund. 

During years in which the State government 
treated the inspection fees as a part of the reve-

Neither the school fund nor the. general reve- 
nue was endangered until the Governor and his 
associates on the State Board of Equalization 
raised the issue by depriving the school fund of 
its usual share of the revenues; subsequently, to 
justify their juggle, designed for the purpose of 
covering a deficiency in the State treasury, caused 
by the joint folly of the Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor, the suit was brought. 

The attack on the school fund first and the sub- 
sequent attack on the revenue through the suit 
was caused by the Governor himself and the ad- 
ministrative heads of the government. 

Now the Governor says the Supreme Court, 
where the suit will be tried, “is not going to cheat 
the schools.” 

If the Supreme Court refuses to cheat the 
schools, it will decide that there is no ground for 
the attempt of the Governor and his official asso- 
elates to cheat them. They are the originators of 
the school-cheating project. 

If the Governor and his official associates had 
not tried to cheat the schools there would be no 
occasion for the Governor’s playing to the gallery 
with a promise that if the court’s decision i¢ 
against the schools he will call a costly special 
sessior to take care of them. 

The school fund deal was a wretched juggle 
and the Governor knows it. If he does not know 
that, his defensive plea is a demagogic claptrap, 
his intelligence is below normal. .

Ljubicevac gets on the map for the first time 
with the report that Germans moving southeast 
from the Danube and Bulgarians moving north- 
west from Sofia have met there. 

It is east of Brza Palanka—or Fort Brza—in the 
general region where Bulgaria and Hungary are 
separated only by a narrow strip of Servian terri- 
tory, 40 miles wide. The surprise which the “high 
Russian official” of newspaper interviews pre- 
dicted when the invasion of Servia should begin 
Ras not yet developed. Thus early in the cam- 
paign of which the allies had many weeks’ notice, 
and for which they had ample opportunity to pre- 
pare, a highway is opened direct from German 
territory across Hungary, Servia and Bulgaria to 
Constantinople. 

It is not a very convenient highway, however. 
From the lower side of the Servian “isthmus” that 
extends with Hungary on one side and Bulgaria 
on the other to Rumanian soil, a branch railroad 
connects Radievaltz with the old Oriental line at 
Nish. As it is wholly in Servian territory, its pos- 
session would be of only local advantage until the 
entire Oriental Railroad is captured. . 

From the Danube across the “isthmus” into 
Bulgaria it is more than 100 miles to the nearest 
railroad. If an attempt is made to relieve 
Turkish shortages by this route, all munitions 
would have to be transported that distance in 
wagons over atrocious roads through a moun- 
tainous district. Munitions could, however, be 
floated down the Danube several hundred miles 
to a point where a Bulgarian railroad is. built 
tu that stream. 

The invaders have as yet encountered no Plev- 
nas or Shipka Passes on Servian soil and do not 
seem likely to encounter any. Their difficulties 
will not be over, however, when they have seized 
the Oriental line and have begun running through 
trains from the Danube to the Bosphorus. 

Unless Servia is swept clean of defenders, how 
great a force will be required to keep open a road 
506 miles long through rugged Balkan country 
exposed at numberless points to hostile attack? 
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It is a war on architecture and statuary as 
well as on women and children. 
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CALIFORNIA REJECTS A JOHNSON IDEA. 

California’s rejection of a closer approach to 
the genuine Australian ballot system is another 
instance of the use of the referendum to defeat 
cLanges promoted by the thoughtful in the interest 
of better government.

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DRAMATIC STORY PIECED 
OUT OF F-4'S HULK TELLS 
HOW CREW WAS TRAPPED

Board of Inquiry’s Report Clears Men of All 
Blame — Disaster Due to Leak and Poor 
Diving Qualities of Vessel. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—4 graphic | 
story of the battle for life waged in 
vain 300 feet beneath the surface of the 
sea by the 21 men who perished in the 
navy’s submarine F-4 last March at 
Honolulu, is told in the final report on 
the loss of the vessel submitted by a 
board of inquiry headed by Rear Ad- 


miral Busch and made public today. 
Examination of the wrecked hull after 
it had been brought to the surface and 
placed in dry dock convinced the board 
that the disaster was caused by a leak 
resulting from a corrodéd battery lin- 
ing, and the failure of the boat, through 
poor diving qualities, to respond prompt- 


lly to the rudder change which should 


have returned her to the surface. 
Discarding the theory once advanced 
that chlorine gas brought quick relief 
in death to the crew, the board, from 
signs within the rusted and battered 
hulk pieces out in its report a dra- 
matic account of how the doomed men 
strove desperately to save themselves 
as their vessel sank to the bottom. Fif- 
teen met death in the engine room, 


i where they sought refuge at the last; 


six died at their posts in the flooded 
forward compartment. 

Ship’s Company Blameless. 

All members of the ship’s company 
are absolved from blame in this trib- 
ute: 

„From the facts established, we find 
that the accident resulting in disaster 
to the United States submarine F-4, on 
March 25, 1915, was not due to careless- 
ness, negligence or inefficiency on the 
part of the officers or men of the ves- 
sel; and that, furthermore, the person- 
nel remained at their respective stations 
until all effective means employed to 
avert the disaster impending had failed 
and thereafter sought refuge.“ 

After a review of all the facts estab- 
lished in the investigation the board 
states that its conception of the disaster 
is as follows: 

“The primary cause of the disaster 


‘Twas the corroded condition of the lead 
uning of the battery tank and, in con- 


sequence, of certain rivets in the port 
wall of the forward battery steel tank. 

The secondary causes were: (a) The 
peor diving qualities of the vessel; and 
(b) the consequent failure of the vessel 
promptly to respond to measures taken 
to bring her to the surface. 

“Unknown to the commanding officer, 
the vessel acquired some negative buoy- 
ancy forward of the center of gravity, 
through the leaky rivet in the port wall 
of the forward battery steel tank. 

„Water ac@umulated in the forward 
battery lead lined tank and through cor- 
roded slop tanks, overflowed into the 
battery celilse—in contact with sulphuric 
acid in the cells generating chloride gas. 
The vessel developed a strong tendency 
to dive. 

What Followed Signs of Danger. 

“Upon these intimations of danger, 
there followed: 

Up-rudder, but, due to the poor div- 
ing qualities of the vessel, aggravated 
by the additional quantity of water 
taken in through the port wall of the 
forward battery tank, the vessel did 
no. respond, but, in fact, continued to 
descend, and downward momentum was 
gained before propellers were stopped. 

“Automatic blow was tripped and the 
blow valve on its auxiliary tank opened. 

In the endeavor to check the down- 
ward momentum maneuvering with the 
propellers probably took place. 

‘The appreciable length of time re- 
quisite for air to build up in the ballast 
tanks for the expulsion of sufficient 
quantities of water resulted in the ves- 
sel reaching crushing depths. 

“Seams of the vessel began to open 
and—probably through open torpedo 
tubes and seams—water entered the ves- 
sel. A condition of positive buoyancy 
Was never attained. There followed ae- 
tual disaster. 

“The vessel began filling with water. 
The personnel abandoned stations and 
many sought refuge in the engine room, 
closing the door. 

“Under great pressure the engine room 
bulkhead failed suddenly, leaving the 
on the bottohm, completely 
flooded.” . 

From its examination of the valves 
of the automatic device which was set 
to expel water from the vessel's ballast 
tanks at a depth of 100 feet.as required 
by departmental regulations, the board 
found that the accident which started 
the F-4 on her downward plunge had oc- 
eurred before the 10)-foot mark was 
reached. The most effective procedure 
for sending the boat to the surface was 
promptly 1 out, diving rudders 
were set to ad her upward. valves 
opened to empty the forward ballast 
tanks, and the electric motors started 
to drive her upward, all without avail. 
It was then some members of the crew 
ushed into the engine room compart- 
ment and the door of the bulkhead was 
closed. * 

Fifteen bodies were found there and 
from this fact and the postition of valves 
and rudders the board concluded that:

Leak Due to Corroded Rivet. 
Corroded rivet in port wall of for- 


ward battery steel tank, in wake of 
frame No. I. found to leak slightly 
under even a small head of water—not 
more than ons foot—to which this por- 
tion of tank could be subjected in dock. 
and, therefore, 

On the dive of March 25, 1915, this 
corroded rivet leaked considerably, due 
to inevitable short-circuit or heavy 
ground caused by flooding of cells 
through slop tanks, in the presence of 
chlorine and free hydrogen, or in the 
presence of free hydrogen alone, if in 
sufficient quantity, electric arc struck, 
and, therefore, an explosion occurred. 

“A battery fire of limited extent oc- 
curred in the forward battery positive 
cell; but, nevertheless, this battery fire 
was not the primary cause of the dis- 
aster. 

“Leak found in port wall of forward 
battery steel tank; probable leaks arouna 
certain other corroded ifjvets in bot 
battery tanks; probable leak through 
open torpedo tubes; otherwise, no posi- 
tive evidence was as to where leakage 
occurred; and, therefore, 

“The vessel began to leak through 
open seams when, or before, the depth 
of 300 feet was reached, and at such a 
rate that the weight of water coming 
in was greater than the weight of 
water being expelled from the ballast 
tanks; and, furthermore, 

“Slop tanks found corroded; suction- 
pipe leading to bottom of forward bat- 
tery lead-lined tank found plugged with 
marine glue, and, therefore, these con- 
ditions were contributory to the dis- 
aster.“ 


Propellers a Secondary Cause. 
The — continues: 5 


No evidence found that the F-4 had 
peor diving qualities prior to her dock- 
ing in February, 1915, when experi- 
mental propellers were fitted—the only 
known alteration made; and, therefore, 

“The experimental propellers so sub- 
stituted probably so affected the in- 
fluence of the after-diving rudders as 
to make it difficult for the diving rud- 
der man to control the vessel; and, 
furthermore, 

“The poor diving qualities consequent 
upon this change of.propellers were the 
secondary cause M the disaster. 

“Air valves found open on forward 
rain, middle main, auxiliary and after 
main ballast tanks, and, therefore, 

“In the endeavor to check the yes- 
sel’s downward momentum, the inter 
val of time requisite for the expulsion 
of sufficient quantity of water permitted 
the vessel to reach crushing depths.”

of the Italians, oust the Turks from

His 
thousand* questions, published in the 
reign of King Bawerd VI., have been 
to the destinies of British and French 
nationalities what the Sybilline Books 
were to ancient Rome. 

Was Learned Decter. 

He was a learned doctor whe prac- 
ticed medicine in the Provence, of Jew- 
ish descent, and, like Daniel of old, he 
declared that he had been visited by an 
angel who told him the destinies of 
Europe up to the millenium and inetruct- 
ed him to publish them to the world in 
the mysterious garb of 1000 uncouth 
verses, half sense, half jargon, the | 
names of the actors of the future hid- | 
den in anagrams or soubriquets, and 
all the verses jumbled like a shuffled 
pack of cards. 

Among his contemporaries he gained 
such renown a8 @ prognosticator that 
the Kings of Burgundy and France con- 
sulted his mysterious powers. The Brit- 
ish know little about this prophet of old 
days, but in France he is generally well 
known still. Princes, like the Stuart Pre- 
tenders, and Generals and politicians of 
the grand monarch and the republics 
have deeply studied these quatrains. 

Told England’s Future. 

Nostradamus has prophesied for the 
British events like the rule of the Stu- 
arts in England, the exetution of @ 
King by the Senate, interregnum of 
hymn-singing Puritans, the Battle of 
Dunbar, the rule of Cromwell, the fire 
and plague of London. 

Surely, in a large national crisis Hike 
the present, involving the future of 
both British and French, some quatrains 
will be found to give us encouragement 
and faith in our great destiny. Let us 
consult him. 

In Quatrain V,.35, we are told that 
one day “by the free city of the great 
Sea) of Setim, which still in in its 
belly cartes the stone, there will come 
an English fleet under cover of a 
sea -mist to pluck a laurel branch in 
the great open war.” 

The “stone” is probably that sunk 
by the Phococans when they emi- 
grated to Marseilles; therefore, the 
Upper Osgean or Sea of Marmora are 
signified, and we have only to look 
forward to some driszling, foggy au- 
tumm day to see the prophecy veri- 
fied three centuries and a half after 
publication.

He is not given to the transports of 
mysticism, nor to the tenacious or pre- 
cise about articles of creed. 

He is concerned about averting the 
attentions of evil spirits and about dis- 
couraging unwelcome visits from his 
dead. So, although a Christian, he 
places food upon the new-made grave, 
und exhorts its occupant to stay away. 
These northern Finns made no diffi- 
culty about accepting Christianity. 
When harvests failed, or other misfor- 
tunes overtook them, they naturally 
applied to the God ot the Russians for 
assistance, and if convinced that He was 
the most potent, abandoned the old gods 
without regret. The following specimen 
prayer of a northern Christian Finn, 
addressed to the favorite Russian saint, 
St. Nicholas, illustrates his position: 
Look here, Nicholas-God! Perhaps 
my neighbor, little Michael; has been 
slandering me to you, or perhaps he will 
do so. If he does, don’t believe him. I 
have done him no ill, and wish him 
none. He is a worthless boaster and a 
babbler. He does not really honor you, 
and merely plays the hypocrite, But I 
honor you from my heart; and, behold, I 
place a taper before you.’ 


GOVERNMENT FILES APPEAL
